Chicago, April 5 —The differences 
between the western railroads and the

men, flagm en and brakemen of I t . BO 
per month. 
The original dem ands of 
the men w ere for an increase of 12 
per cent and for a working day of nine 
hours. 
The m anagers offered an in­ 
crease In pay of IO per cent, and de­ 
clined to grant the nine-hour day. 
The agreem ent was reached through 
the efforts of Chairman Knapp and 
Chairman N eill of the U nited States 
labor com m ission.

among tropical shad** trees, w*ith fine 
grounds and an imposing entrance, 
where one always met with a hospit­ 
able welcome. 
In prosperous tim es— 
* before the war’’—this grand old con 
vent was supported by from *>00 to 800 
pupils 
Now there were only 40 desti­ 
tute girls, whom these good women 
fed, clothed and sheltered by the labor 
of their hands. 
This was also the case at Convento 
de Paco, where I soon became an “in­ 
tim ate,” learned to know and love the 
sisters there and shall always rem em ­ 
ber most gratefully their kindness and 
sympathy.

of platform demands. 
Representative 
Cobbs and others introduced a resolu­ 
tion In the house that no member of 
the legislature shall be bound to sup­ 
port a platform demand adopted at 
the Dallas convention which had not 
been discussed before the people. 
An effort was made in the senate to 
get up the Hogg amendments relating j 
to insolvent corporations, but Senator 
Brachfleld, who made the effort, was 
unsuccessful 
He said it begins to 
look like senators arc not in favor of 
platfor mpemands. 
A resolution was adopted in the sen­ 
ate providing for the establishm ent of 
a genera! agricultural experiment eta 
lions throughout the state, as is pro­ 
posed by the Federal government. 
Practically the entire morning sos 
sion of Friday in the senate was con­ 
sumed in considering Robertson's (of 
Travis) bill to require Insurance com­ 
panies to deposit 75 per cent of their 
reserve fund on Texas business In 
Texas securities. 
Braohflold’s 2-ccnt p assen g er fare 
bill, which was the special order, was 
sidetracked. 
The governor signed the bill defining 
the limits of the Forty-fourth and Four­ 
teenth district courts in Dallas county. 
By a vote of 57 to 46 the house F ri­ 
day refused to postpone consideration 
of the general appropriation bill, which 
was pending business when the house 
convened. This action was contrary to 
general expectations, and is a victory 
for the administration forces, as now 
an effort will bd made to rush the 
measure through, notwithstanding the 
fact that it is to be considered item by 
item. 
Thus far all efforts to amend 
the bill have failed.
